leave : and, above all, such teene* and tx- 
ampleaofdrunkennettinidcljtucberyeiihibited 
by the French toUltcn and aailora at Papeiie, 
that hundred! of young girlt and of the more 
una toady of the male popnHtion, an in tha

Under tbeae ein usu- 
ttuoe* he thuuld oppoee the motiun. bringing 
under the notice ol the Court tueh autliorttira 
a* appeared tn him lo militate sgsinai it, 
lei ring wholly upon their Hiniora the reipan- 
tibility ol granting ol refuting the m.«ir of 
trial applied for.

The *iLli-tviilt-HaF*JiaLappeared in *u?porl 
nf the rule, and contended that although the

fTnurt, thai the present motion could only he 
decided upon the affidavit tiled in lupport of it. 
Ha then proceeded lo contend that by thit 
ifildivit alone tudleient reuoii* for a trial at 
bar were di*rlu»»d, the very amount of the turn 
involved being, when thcrirrumiUncet of Ihii 
colony were considered, an ample ground for 
rpaorting lo pucli o proceeding. A* to the 
power of the Court to grant tueh a 
motion, he could only uy that he had not

The Curat Jvrrica uld, that upon mature 
consideration, tnd having reference to the facts 
anted upon affidavit, the Court wu nt" opinion 
ihii tht motion ought tu be granted I but he 
bo|ied that *oine day would be Used 
which would interfere u lillle u tioeaible 
with th* matt of other buaineat now undiapoted 
of. From the hesvy nature of (he business, 
and the neceulty for frequent consultation, 
lbe Judget hid been unable to obtain any 
leisure for the lul five m on thi; hut, although 
regretting that the preterit couru ihouW b* 
adopted in thi. cue. and foieaeeing Ihe 
delay* which it would create u it* per led 
buiinen, he taw no courte tint to hi it for 
time in vacation, and he should therefore moat 
readily give up hit own vacttlon for the trial of 
it- Ail, however, tbat wu now determined 
wu, thtt a trial at bar ihould be granted. 

Mr. Justice lltvKiaiOH stated, (bat upon con- 
sidering the ground! shown by the sfitdavit, he 
bsd formed the same opinion a* tbe Chief 
Juetioe. 

Mr. Justice a'Btcaarr wat also of opinion, 
that *ufficient ground* for a trial at bar had 
been shown, and referred to a cose in one of 
the Engliah Court*, where the largeneu of the 
amount involved, had of itself been deemed 
sufficient, although ihe turn then in quettion 
(<«,M>0) wu much leu thin tbe one which 
was the subject nf ihe pteaent action. 

Tbe Chief JciTit nobterveJ, thai the Court in 
granting the minion, hid power to impose any 
ternu it might think tit, and enquired whether 
any arrangement could be made forthortciiing 
the cue by reading over tbe evidence already 
taken. 

Tbe BoLiuTuH'tlnaEiai, titled thst, without 
previous consideration , (bey werenot ptepsred 
t i accede to any such arrangement ; although 
the cue might, no doubt, be materially ahort- 
en*d.
